Tbe general nnfrierdly sentiment cherished 
toward us in the Od W- rid, Mr. W»ed attributed 
to tbe treacherous cendoct of our dipl imatl- 
agente abn ad. Full one third of tbem bad for 
year* been engaged in p sparing the public mind 
in Europe fjr the contemplated revolution, and >• 
large number of Southern Congressmen had par 
ticipited in the treason. We in America could 
have but an tmneif.ct idea of the condition of 
popular rontimint on that Continent. 

Dr. Ru-sell (of tbe London iim--) was one o 
our best friends in E gland. He to- k every oc 
oasion to express bis eyrop.tby for the North He 
spoke at tbe club*, to members of Parliament, t- 
everybody whom he ercuotered. He proaouoced 
our army as tbe finest in the world; the raw re- 
cruits wire equal to veteran* in other countries. 

Capitalists were surprised most of all. Uur 
country was dismembered and its extinction 
threatened by civil war of m(Dstrous proportion!; 
yt we met. all the expenses, and were able ffi 
continue to do so for ten years without recurrence 
to fbreigo contribution*; and our funds bad noi 
depreciated since the breaking out of hostilities 
There was no other country iti tho world cap iblt- 
ofruch a financial acbieverceat. America was 
truly independent.

II- .zsn's (19 b) brigade, which was Deing over- 
powered by a tremendous fores of the enemv 
Tne direction was changed to tbe light. In this 
movomertahe 1st Kentucky was changed to tbe 
loft of the brigade, ihe 2 1 occupying tbe right, 
i he '20th being held io the centre. The 2d Ken 
tucky marched in liue of battle, undsr a terrible 
tiro of artillery and mu.-ketry, to eupport the right 
wing of the division, charging upoi abiitery 
playing upon our left fl ink. Tbe tight of lb. 
regiment in execui ing this order became almost 
bind to band, and wai of tbe most terrific char 
acter. Captain S,.ellmey»r was instan ly killed. 
Captains Ii Kline and Smith, Adj itant Weinedel, 
Lieuts. Miller and Taylor were severely wounded 
(Lieut. Uliler died on tha field) Wi hin a very 
sinsll cjmpass, wbere this regiment chirged, 
could be counted o ■ er two hundred of the enemy 
lying dead on tbe field. The regiment succeeded 
la taking one of the enemy's gu-is, but was oolv 
able to b< Id it a few minute 1 , being overpowered 
oy largely superior DUmosrs. Daring this time 
the 1st KentLCky, by order of General Baal!, 
was din cod to forward two companies as 
kirmishers which whs dme oppisitoa battery 

of the enemy, the regiment, at the same time, 
advancing to their eupport, in an open held, pus 
taiuing a galling fire or grape and canistor, with- 
out fi ncuing, in carrying oat these ordors 
The 20ih regimtnt was ordered to support tbi» 
ro^iment, and wai plsc-d along a line of fencing, 
giving the enomy a cross fire, which drove ihsm 
from tbe field. This reg ment was, several limcis 
during tbe day, eutjec <.d to severe fire witbua'. 
being allowed to return it, and never once fallow- 
ed; this is considered the severest test of men's 
c -urage The 2d regiment, one time during 
the afternoon, cha'ged a battery, took it, spiked 
oney the puis, aud turned another upon tbe 
enerry, but were unable to bold it, being fiercily 
charged io return by throe regimcjts The three 
regunnnts deBerve lbs highest commendation for 
trie prompt manner in which they « x seated tbeir 
rJtrs. Tbe 20th Kentucky, acting In re- 
erve, placed in trying positions for the pu'poie 
of supporting the brigade ia full range of the 
enemy s tire, at all timet maintained their forma- 
tion with the eletdiuess and tonicity becoming 
veterans. During the enure day the Twenty 
fecund brigade rei.dered tbo most efficient service 
iu reptll ng the de p irate a>siul'.s of the enemy 
oa the left fl ir k of ur army. In tbeaft.-rnoin, tue 
1st, 2 J, ai d 20. b K regiments steidiiy maintain 
ed ibe poeitioos assigned them, and did their part 
toward a curi g the itnporisbaole glory retiicied 
upon the General comma idiug and the division. 
Wbere my effioors and EOidUri displiyed such 
distinguished courage it seems almost invidious to 
particularize. The Cclioel commanding tbe brig- 
adl desires to make particular mentioa of the hl- 
iowing gentlemen: Col. D A E lyart, Lieut. Col 
B. C Leiper, M»j. F P. Cabill (who was wound- 
ed), and Ai'j Wright of the 1st Keotucky, de- 
servo great praiie for the maoDer in which ihsy 
duchargtd their dutits; Col 8odgewick, Lieu 
Col. W. Spencer, and alsj Hurd displayed th ■ 
greatest courjga and daring— Col. Sedgewick was 
stricken down by a fpint round shot while dis- 
chargiog his dune ; Lieut. Col. Chas. S Hanson, 
commanding tbs 20 h Kentucky regiment, de- 
serves very high commeudation for tbe manner in 
wbicb be managed his regiment tbronghuat tbs 
daj ; M j B F Buckr.er and Adj Joho Brennio 
were ever roady and prompt io discharge of their 
du it- ; Lieut. L. A. Bacou*, of the same regi- 
meot, while figbtirg bravely in front of bis com- 
pany, received a very severe woucd, a minaie 
oall pasting entirely through both thighs, free 
Hiring the left ooe badly; Lieut. Wicklitfe Coop- 
»r, aide de camp to the C lonel comminding, de- 
serves high praise for tbe manre* in wuicu be 
rallied tbe 41st Ohio regiment (Cilonel Uazen's 
brigade) when badly disordered; seizing the 
ill,-, he rode into the thickest of tbe light; 
tnis under the eye of Colonel Fry and General 
Buell's chief of etatf. Liant. 8 T Corn, A. A 
G , rendered efficient service oa the field. Lite 
io the afternoon, wheo. the enemy mide their ioat 
desperate attempt up m oar left flank, ibe let 
ai d 20. h Kentucky regiments moved up to tbe 
support of Capt. rerrill's battery, repaired tb- 
attack of the enemy, and be.d the pj&ition when 
tbey retired fi om the field. I was ou tbe held 

1 ii ing the entire tight wuh one or the othsr of 
my regiments and where I thought my presence 
most i eeded— except olc. or twice, riding to our 
tield hospital, a very shirt distance to th i roar, 
to bring up the ou a irous stragglers who bad goos 
off the field with wounded mei, contrary lo 
txpress directions, and after they had refused to 
obey my orders to return, given through one of 
my aides. 1 succeeded in bringing bica a large 
number, with tbe assistance of our molt ixcel- 
lsot Brigade Sn-,e : , Dr. S. G. Mor zies. Ia 
eucb instance I gave notice to my staff who were 
left, to rep aient rxe. At tbe close of the engage- 
ment, aod when wo were ordered to halt. 1 rode 
back over the battle-field, in company with Cola. 
Hanson and Sedgewick, lo hive our wuuuued 
cirtdfor. Whilst discharging this duty, I was 
ordered by Gen Nelson (through one of hie aides) 
to re-lc-rm the brigade aud march out and tivoua : 
for tbe night beyood tbe extreme camp oa the 1 ft 
of tbe H-imbarg road. This order was delivered 
to each Colonel by myself aod wis executed. 1, 
with the assistance of a iquid of mm, had all the 
wonr.ded of mv brigade, and a great many be- 
longing to other regimsnts, some of whom bad 
been ly ing oo the hold for thirty hours, removed 
to pieces where tbeir sufferings could be allevia- 
ted — .ome to tbe field boepi al aod others to the 
landing. The field hospital was uod-r the charge 
of ibat hamane aod noble Brigade Surgeon, Dr. 
s G. Menzies, assisted by Dr. J. C. Welch, of 
tbe 20th, aod Dr. Griffith, of the 2d. The wound- 



ed at the Unding were attended to by Dr. 
Dickson, of the lit, and D-. W. H. Cu rno, 
Assistant Su-to u of the 20th. Dr. Menzie- 
ind his accomplished assistants deserve especial 
aention for their exertions to relieve the 
founded, and all their operations were of the 
n -st scientific character. Chaplain Price of tbe 
2d Keotucky was of valiable assistance, minis 
ering tn the wounded. I have not bsen able lo 
>e with the brigade sine s tbe 18'h of Apri', from 
.complication of diseases c maeqnent opon constant 
exposure for month", never having slept under a 
roof or eaten a mt-al outii leof my cam--, from th- 
ime we marchel from BirJitowo until after the 
battle of Shilob, aod ooly tbeo by permission of 
ny superiors, when ill. In conclusion, tbe 221 
irigade throughout the entire durarioa of ihi- 
errible hat'le deported themselves in a manner 
heir Gov. nm-n' and State may will be proud 
if, nod unsiirp issed by any o<hsr in r h' ectioo.

REPORT OF COL. D. A. ENYART. 
UKAnQC\«TrH6 1st Kf.ntcckt KEclMEnr,? 
Battle Field or tiaiLou, April 9, lesi, i 

Sltt: I have tbe honor to submit tbe following 
report of the par Lorns by this rsgioieut lo tbo 
b.nle of tbe 6 h and 7th inrts : 

We rescind Pittsburg Landing aboat dusk on 
the 6 b, just as the enemv wis retiring, and too 
Into to lake an oc ive pirl in lbs engagement of 
that day. Immediate^* on arriving we were 
ordered by Gen. Nelson t» form in line of battle 
and re3t on our arms until morning, two of our 
compiriies being sent rut ai skirmishers, reaiy to 
act oa the appe trance of diylight. 

At four o'clock next moroing we were ordered 
to advance in line of battle, our skirmishers kesp- 
1 g welt to the front. We bid reached but ab mt 
hilf a mi e when tbe rebel pickets were met and 
handsomely driven io bv oar skirmishers, with a 
loss oo our side of one kilkd and several wounded 
We continued to* drive them rapidly bufore a« 
ar.til thoy .took shelter io tbe wood] ana in resr 
of a buttery of three guns, which at this moment 
opined on our regimsot fiercely, but fortunately 
without d' iog as much damage. Our skirmish 
ers, consisting of company A, Capt.ia Wheeler, 
aod compiny G, Captain Mi'cht-11, together 
wuh a portion of a compaoy of the 9;h 
Indiana, charged oo this battery and 
captured it after a sharp resistance 
on the part of tho enemy The Utter receiving 
r.iuforcemonts, our men wsre compelled iu aban- 
don the guns to gallantly won, and fall bivk. 
This movement they executed in excellent style, 
keeping up a s'eady fire on the enemy as they re- 
tired aud until relieved by the 19. h brigide and 
three pieces of artillery. This brigade having 
forced the enemy to re'ire, our skirmishers ag-in 
advanced and renccupied tbeir position! under 
orders to maintain it as long as p 1 sible, so as to 
avoid a general engage ..ont until onr reserves 
■b "aid arrive. 

Whon the engagement b'came general we were 
otdired to sustain tbe 19 h brigade, and, by 
1 hanging direction to the righ', took position on 
lis left and front. Here we wcro billed and, by 
order of Gen Bunll, sent forward t wo more com- 
panies as skirmiihers to fool the enemy's front, 
but tbe rebels hiving fallen back to tbe right and 
attacked the 15 b Kentucky, our skirmishers wers 
ordered to assist that regiment Tbe two com 
pinies tbns sent forward were compaoy C, Cap'. 
Hant, atd compioy I, Capt. Hogaa. They 
roodored mist excellsnl service. Just at this 
time the remaining companies of our regimsi,t 
were ordered to tdvaccs and take position oo a 
ridge ia the open tie d wben the rebels opened a 
tremendoui fire ou ui from a battery of six guns, 
suptorted by three regiments of infantry. 

Our men "continued to bold this position amid 
a perfect storm of shot, shell, and canister, which 
did fearful execution, until we were ordered i>y 
Gen. Buell to move by the right flink, and under 
shelter of tbe wood) regiin our first position 
Having executed this movement, we found that 
the enemy had changed his posi ion, moving to 
tbe right (our left). We were then orderod to 
protect our left fl ink, which tbe enemy now in 
large force seemed determined to turn. 

At this timi wo were rsiofv-rced by two com- 
panies of the 2d Kentucky, a portion of tho 
20th Kentucky, and three pitcos of artillery, 
which onabled us to c-'ieck and repulse the enemy 
and to drive bim before us for a considerable dis- 
tance. Ual'ing for a moment to rally our men 
wo again advanced and occupied tbe hills and 
camps on tho extreme left, of our lines, fully a 
milo in advancs of any p sition we had hi herto 
held. Tho enemy having by this time tied wo 
wereordsred bick tocimp, having been engaged 
iu almost constant action from 5 o'clock A. M. 
till 4 P. M. 

1 cannot, in justice, make many distinctions in 
regard to lbs coi duct of oftleafa ard moo, as ai 
did their best and ccted nobly, 1 ut 1 think it is 
but fair to state that tbe coolness and courage of 
Lieut. Col. Bart G. Lsiper, Uij F. P. Cabi l, 
and Adj Wright in encouraging aod rallying the 
men deserve great praise. In addition to the 
captains above named, who rendered great service 
with tbeir companies as skirmishers, I beg leave 
to mentioa Captains Barr, Becker, and Hadlock, 
and Lieut. Smith (commending company F) 
whose conduct was highly c imine ldablt; also tbe 
color-bearer, Se-geant L» Biyteoux, Sergeant 
Mijor Lnckwell, and Sergeant' Brown. 

It is due to Capt. William on, Co. H, to sts'e 
that he was detailed to gu ird 'artillery, and did 
not arrive on the field until Moodiy evening. 

Most especially and gratefully do I refer to the 
admirali e and humane c indoc of burgeon S. G. 
Merzie6 (acting Brigade Su'geon),who by bis ui- 
ctasing efforts and timely energy did much to 
Irs-en toe terrihle suffering of cur wounded men, 
freely exposing himself throughout tbe day in 
ever* position (no mailer bow dangerou*) where 
he deemed his presence necesiary. Dr. John 
D ck<on, his efficient assistant, deserves much 
credit for bis conduct in his depirtment. 

In clcajng mv report I cannot refrain from most 
fsvorali'y making mention of tbe 21 Kintucky, 
Col. Thomas D. Sedgawick, and th) 20 a Ken- 
tucky, Onl. lA^arles Hanson, regiments forming 
our brigade, for the marked c lolness and braverv 
exhibited by all the officers and mon during the 
entire engagement.

ON THE CIRCULATION OF SAP. 

BY MB CHARLK* BKKSIC, E 1LTIM >RK, MD. 

What is tho trua theory of tho circnlatiou of 
tbe sap iu exogenons trees and plants ? 

There is scarcely a 6urj ct In the whols 
range of botanical science upon which tliore is 
snch a diversity of opinion as upon this. All 
writers admit that it is of great importance, 
and yet no two precisely agree in the c inclu- 
sions drawn from experiments upnn it; and 
after a patient and careful examination of the 
best autnors, we are left a6 much in the dark 
as ever. 

The most popular theory of the day, and 
one which we find advocated by many wise 
and learned men, is that, at the fall of the 
leaf, th • sap in the branches and trunk of 
the plant gradually descends to tho roots, 
and lodges thare notil tho ruiuro of spring, 
when, by some unexplained power, it is forced 
upward, filling all ihe branches, and caus 
mg tbs leaves to pat firth again, and tho tree 
to grow. A maj ority of men, influenced main- 
ly by impressions recoived in childhood, and 
evidently withoat reflecting much upon the 
■uhject, believe this to be the tru h, and rest 
there, without wishing to pursue the subject 
any further; whilst others, seeing great objec- 
tions to this ihtiory, have discarded it, and 6et 
forth a new one, with this as the main feature, 
viz : That all the sap remaining in tho tree in 
the flu'omn becomes changed into word, and 
is thus finally dispeis' d o r ; consequently, that 
which ris-es in the following spring is a new 
supply. Iu the "E icycl ii selia Britanuica" — 
article B itany, page 111 — *e find " Walker, 
Burnett, and others, made incisions iuto the 
bark and wneid of trees in spring and summer, 
and marked the points where tho sap mado its 
appearance. In this way, they endeavored to 
'race the course of the fluids in the stem. 
Walker concludes from his experiments fricf 
the tprino tap begins to jlato at the root, that it 
i>cends slowlv upwards, and bleeds successive- 
ly as it ascendt to the very extremity ol the 
tree." 

On tho other hand, in "Carpenter's Vegeta- 
ble Physiology," page 148, we have ; 'Tr a 
vine bo growing on the ou'sido of a hot-honse, 
and a single shoot be trained within in the 
midst of winter, tho warmth to wbich the lat- 
ter is exposed will u.n r its buds to swell and 
unfold themselves; whilst those on the outside 
are quito inactive. A demand for fluid will 
thus b o occasioned aloDg this particular branch; 
and this will be supplied by that existing in 
the vessels bnlow. When thce-c are emptied, 
they will he agirin supplied by the parts below 
them; and thus the motion will be propagated 
to that division of the roots whoso fibres are 
coonected with those of the vegetating branch. 
These will absnrb fluid for its supp irt, whilst 
all tbe rest are completely at rest. Io tbe 
spring of the year, when the cheerful rays of 
the sun call the whole of tho buds into activity, 
the whole of tho roots are similarly affected; 
a/it/ f/iae fAtj sap beyins to move in the upper 
branches before it commences ascending in the 
trunk has been shown by experiment— notcbee 
having been cut at intervals, by which the 
period of its flow could be ascertained in each 
ai»." 

When doctors disagree, & &c. Here wo 
havo testimony precisely opposite. Of course, 
both are right in their own estimation. 

In the h ips "f finding tb« truth amongst the 
intelligent contributors who adorn your pages. 
I have been induced to make tho inquiry at 
the head of this article. Will you givu it a 
spare corner, and let us hear from them on tbe 
subject ? 

My attenlinn was first called to it by witness- 
ing the operation of striking cuttings of the 
vine, cut from the parent stem long after the 
sap had all " descended to the roots," or had 
been " changed into wood." As soon as the 
sun poured his fl sod of golden light upon them 
and the littlo brown buds felt his genial 
warm-h, they hogan to swell and give sign, of 
a new life. In a short time a thin, clear fluid 
began to trickle do»n their sid.s, and form a 
rim around the base o each, from which, in a 
few dcys more, a dozen nrhite rootlets peeped 
forth, acd pu-hel down into ihe earth, as it to 
bring up hidden treasures; and almost imme- 
diately the buds broke and came out in full 
leaf. Hero was a now revelation to me, and I 
began to question my new teachers : 

Whence had you this power? Your life wa* 
drawn from you last full, and you haic no greal 
reservoir at your ba«e, with powerful engines 
to send the crystal fluid through your v. itis at 
the approach of spring, and yet )ou grow al 
most as if s'ill at'achsd to the pwDt vino. 
Calling to mind the wonlt of the poet about 

sermons in tho stones mid books in the ruu- 
ning brooks, "etc , Isatdown to n fleet awhile 
Surely, said I, here il food for thouaht. The 
fall of an applo led S r Itaac Ne*ton to the 
discovery of the laws of gravitation, and why 
may not as simple a p lysiological fad as the 
striking of a catting lead to ihe truo theory o» 
the circulation of the 6R|? 

From the teachings of the wisest and best 
men tho world ha< ever kniwn, I havo been 
led to perceive that all things in tho material 
world aro ihe lU'octs of spiritual causes. 
Wherever there is a germ ofjif-, or_ an or- 
ganization receptive of life, there ia into 
that, through the medium of the light and 
heat of the outwanl son, an it-flux from tbe 
Creator, a constant cffTt to bring fonh all 
things gocd aod beautifu'; and the more I 
investigate, the more clearly I perceive this 
truth, that in all tho works of I ifiniie Wn-dom 
there are certain generals, composed of par- 
ticulars, in eoch ol which, although they may 
be the smallest into which microscopical science 
has yet been able to divide thnra, there aro a 
thousand particulars-, each as full and perfect, 
in its character a« the first. How true this 
is, every department of the vegetable king- 
dom testifios. Bat most clearly of all it is 
exemplified in the*. ine, that beautiful symbol 
of Divine truth. In each little rootlet, every 
tiny seed, and in each dclicite bnd, thero is a 
germ, which, under certain circumstances, 
will produce a full and porfect vine. N ow, it 
appears to mo this could not bi tho ease un- 
less there was, b-sides tho general circulation 
of the sap in the whole plant, a particular cir- 
culation in each of these parts belonging to it 
individually, and acting independently, al- 
though forming a purt of tho whole general 
circulation. In each of these separate indi- 
vidual circulations or systems dwells all the 
fulness of tho vine. Etch power, function, 
p op?rty, and characteristic of the parent is 
there; and if, by 60mo catastrophe, the entire 
vine, with tho exception of ooe single bud, 
should be destroyed, from that a vine in every 
respect identical with tbe other could De 
raised. 

The strawberry plant is another beau'iful 
illustration of this principle. In the bud which 
slowly creeps out of tbe bosom of the parent, 
and grows until its own weight bends tho 
long and slcred-er .-•■111 to tho earth, is the del- 
icate framework of a new life. As soon as the 
eager rootlets establish a telegraphic commu- 
nication with tho soil, tho now syitem is com- 
plete Tbo placenta is severed, and a new 
creation stands before us. But why multiply 
instances familiar to all? If this principle of 
separate circulation in the different parts is 
established, will it not lead us to a truer 
knowledge of the general system? 

Now, I do not pretend to say that I have 
msda one step in advance towards tbo a'tain- 
ment of that object; nor do I think I ever 
shall; but what 1 have to say may set others 
to thinking, and in tbe end truth may be 
evolved. 

AH plants, whether good and useful or 
noxious and hurtful, are in the same constant 
effort to reproduce their species, and, as this 
is their legitimate business in life, every facul- 
ty is directed to that obj ct. Every bud, with- 
in which is tho germ of a new life, is an espe- 
cial object of maternal care and solicitude. 
Safely lodged at tho base of tbe petiole, and 
securely wrapped in its tiny cradle, it is rockt J 
to sleep by tho gentle bree-ies, and fed every 
morning with the nparkling dewdrop. Tbe 
purest and best peirtions of the clab >ra ed s .p, 
fresh from the laboratory of the leaf, is devoted 
to it, invigorating and strengthening every 
part, and each day adding just what is needed 
for its support. 

At the close of the year, tho chango in the 
color, and finally tho fall ot tho leaf, an- 
nounces that its task has 1 • u completed; the 
organization of the now life is full and perfect, 
and tbo happy ptrcnt goes to her rest to pre- 
pare for new offspring with tho new jear. 

Hero is the corner-stone and key to the 
whole superstructure. E-cry bud so formed 
becomes the centre of a new system, and 
whether cut from the parent stem and planted 
alone, or conjoined to another vine, or left 
where il originally grew, has within itself the 
capacity to grow and impart to its Offspring 
every peculiarity of form aud color which 
characterized the parent vine Now, let us in- 
quire, if the sap is "all changod into wood" at 
tho fall of tho leaf, or is "evaporated," or 
"descends to the roots," what is this mysteri- 
ous substance upon which tho light and heat of 
tho sun in spring has snch an influence? 

I have not boon able to satisfy my mind ful- 
ly upon this point; but so lar as my experiments 
gave gone, they have furnished me with con- 
clusive proof that the sap does not descend to 
tho roots in tha autumn in greater quantities 
than it docs during the growing season, but on 
tbe contrary, as soon a< the fall of <be leaf in- 



dicates that tho now buds are perfected, the 
general circulation of the plant b comes more 
and more obstructed by congregations of albu- 
men, starch, sugar, &e., in the alburnum and 
cellular tissues of the medullary rays, the 
spiral canals in tho medullary sheath, and piih 
of the newly formed wood, and Anally becomes 
cinwaled by the action of frosts, 60 as to ap- 
pear entirely motionless. 

This takes placo first in the extremities, 
then in the lower parts of the branches, and 
sometimes throughout the trunk, when the 
plant may be said to pass into a state corres 
ponding to that which plants of another kind 
find so npcassary once in evory twenty four 
hours. Daring this period, cut a vine where 
you please, and you cannot mako it part with 
its sap. The duration of this sleep varies, o' 
course, with different plants; with some, not 
more than one month elapses before they are 
awakened; with o'hers, two, three, fix mon'hs, 
rrgnla'ed by the degrees of cold to which they 
are subjected and the peculiar naturo of the 
plant. 

Now, as I havo repeatedly observed — and I 
find my experiments confii med by Carpenter 
and other? — as tho sup in the young and ten 
der stems on the extremities was the first to 
become congealed and solid (if I may use- the 
term) in the au'umn, so it waa the first to be- 
come liquified aied active again in the spring. 
Now commences what I have called the par- 
ticular circulation in each of tho buds or new 
systems. Tho warm rays of the sun, acting 
upon the cellulai tissue of the yonng bark 
around the bud, dissolve the congealed fluid-, 
and they pass downwards, enter the medullary 
rays to the epiral vessels in tho medullary 
sheath, thrcm^h which they ascend, and flow 
outwards through the medullary rays again to 
the bark, thus formiog a complete circle. 
Whilst this is going on, the congealed mass in 
■ he alburnum also fe.-ls tbo influenco of the 
sun's rays, and, becoming liquified, presses 
upon the thickened mass in tbe colls next 
below them, and they in their turn upon thote 
adjoining them, and so on until a communica- 
tion is opened with tho roots, when instantly a 
new actor 6'eps npin the stage, a stranger 
whom the .choolmen call Endosmose The 
entire upper cells of the plant being now filled 
to repletion with thick, gummy matter, the 
general circulation goes on veryslo-vly at first, 
until by means of this now agent tho delicate 
walls of the root cells are opened, and in a 
thousand streams the rains and melted .nowu 
of the past winter, holdiog in solution mineral 
ingredients necessary fur the support of tbe 
plant, rash into the alburnuuu, converting 
starch into sugar, tempering, absorbing, and 
dispersing the obstructions in the sap-cells, and 
producing all over the plant that abundanr 
flow which has no doubt given birth to the 
theory ef the "ascent of tbe sap from tho 
roots." Sometimes this goes on for weeks and 
months before the opening of the leaf and 
flower buds. 

I have known these fluids to be circulating 
freely in a grape vino in February, and yet 
the leaveg and blossoms not nnfold before May. 
Well, now, suppose there was no descent of 
sap through tbe cellular tissues of tho bark to 
me roots, no deposit of camb um on the ex- 
terior if the alburnum, what amount of sap, 
think yon, would rise in two months at the 
ordinary speed of asconsion? Why, moro than 
the whole vine would contain If it wcro com- 
posed entirely of sap. 

II is dnring this period that new ror.ts are 
formed very rapidly. The separation and dis- 

i i n Mn of the albuminous and sla-chy mat- 
ters caused by tho endos-mot c entrancn of new 
fluids from the fruitful earib, furoi»h abundant 
material for these; and the delicate fibres now 
push oat in great numbers, and preparations 
go ou throughout the whole p lanl for tho new 
work before it. 

This \- the reason why late fall or early 
spring planting ot fruit trees is moro successful 
than summer planting. As soon as the leaves 
api-ear, tbe whole energies of the plan: are 
directed as before— tiret to the young and ten- 
der bud.-, next to tho formation of new wood 
and roots, and lastly to the development of the 
luscious : .-m's The circulation of tne sspnon 
goes on regularly and orderly^ tho geucrul 
srslem supplying from Its inexhaustible loun- 
tains a generous support to a thousand par- 
ticular systems till the close of the teusou. 

Now, ur, there may bo errors here mixed 
up with somo truth. To me, at least, it ap- 
pears to bo tru h; but as wo cannot trust to 
appearan es 1 WISH to bavo it tried iu tho great 
crucible of practice, by care'ul exp rinfnt.

O-Wc have received the following letter 
from a gentleman in the county of Pendleton: 
To the Editor! of the LouitvMe Journal: 

Pekdlktow CorjNTY, Ky., June 10, 18C2. 

In your Daily of Monday the lUb, under tlio 
head "Tha Duty of County Judges respecting the 
Officers of Election"," i» discussed the duties 
of County Judges under the re "approved Feb- 
ruary lltb, 1858," and the late amendment 
thereof by tha act "approved March 15ib, 188'2," 
without reference to any other law, making it the 
duty of County Judge] to appoint the officers of 
tha elections. 

I no act of March 15, 181)2, declares, that, in 
'"construing the act of Feb. 11, 1858, those (1) who 
h ive engaged in tha rebellion for the overt br w 
of the Government, or (2) who hive in any way 
aided, (3) or consulted, or (4) advised a separa- 
tion of Kentucky from the Federal Union by 
force of arms, or (5) adhered to those engaged in 
the effort to separate her from the Federal Uoion 
by force of arms, shall not be deomed one of the 
politcal parties, within this Commonwealth, within 
the provisions of the set of Feb. 11. 1858, "and 
in contrasting the enbject matters of these two 
acta as to their meaning and intent, without a 
reference to any other law, upon the subject of 
appointing election officers, you arrive at the 
following sweeping conclusions, to-wit: "Surely 
no incumbent can knowingly wield bis offico 
againat the existence of the government to 
which the office belongs without tha deepest ab- 
jecloeea and shame. 1 he act is mean ard dishon- 
orable as well as criminal. It is an act of which no 

frond man however disloyal would be guilty." 
has* severe and perhaps just denurciatory con- 
clusions appear to be deduced from a supposition 
that these two acts of 1858 and 1862 are the only 
lawa by which a Couotv Judge is to be gnidtd, in 
making appointment* of the officers cf the August 
elections. 

The Revised Statu!*., Vol 1, p. 432— Chap 32, 
Art. 3, Sac. 1, also provides ' That each emnty 
court shall in the month of June or July, in ova- 
ry year, appoint two Justices of the Peace, if BO 
many there be, or one Justice and one other tuit- 
abtepenon as judges, and a clerk of the election 
for each precinct in the oun'.y," &c. 

Now, in counties where all the Justices of I ho 
Peace in office are of disloyal proclivities, or io 
precincts where both Justices are sucb, how is a 
County Judge, who is loyal, in favor of the Con- 
stitution, tha I'm. ii, and the enforcement of the 
laws, to act, in order to avoid your denunciations 
and at tha same time to adhere to his principles 
of loyalty? D ies I he act of February 11, 1858, 
or that of March 5, 1862, repeal the above pro- 
vision of the Revised Statutes, which seems to 
confine and limit the County Judge in his ap 
pointmenta to two or to one Justice of the pro- 
duct, without any reference to bis loyalty or 
disloyalty — and how is a Judge to m k« his ap- 
pointment where all the Justices in the county 
or both In a precinct are disloyal ? Is tha County 
Judge, under 'be supposed circumstances, to 
disregard the provisions of the Usvised Statutes, 
and make his appointments outeide of the class 
designated in the Revised 8 a'utes, under the 
far-reaching if not dmgerona implication that 
disloyal officials were not within the purview or 
contemplation of the lav continini; his appoint- 
ment to the class of officials named ? 

Please answer, adding the reasons enforcing 
your views. A. 

We hnve a'rendy expressed our views on the 

point raUcd by this COtTBspgndt&t, hut we will 

repeat the expression, though we own we do 

not s3e how tho po'nt tan embarrass for a 

monuut any person of the slightest legal 

knowledge. 

It ia admitted on all sides that in the case 
brought forward the first section of the third 
article of the original law is clearly repugnant 
to the two laws amendatory ot the section. 
In this case, the original section requires one 
thing, and the laws amendatory of the original 
section require another and a repugnant thing 
Now, the solo question is as to whether, in 
consideration of this clear repugnancy between 
the old law and the new ones, the former Bhall 
yield to the latter or tho lattor to the former. 
And this question is answered by one of the 
most familiar rules of construction. "An old 
statute gives place to a new one." This rule 
ii as binding as any statnlory command what 
ever. It determines the whole question. The 
notion of our correspondent that this rule 
involves a "far-reaching if not dangerous im 
plication'' is enough to disturb the dust of 
Blackstono in his grave. The notion is ridic-. 
ulous. 

Our conespondent writes from the coun'y of 
Pendleton. In that county, if we are correc tly 
informed, the m»jo;i'y of tho justices of the 
peace ate disloyal men, and in three districts 
out ef the eight in the coun'y the justices of 
tha peace are all disloyal. In Pendleton, 
therefore, tin case our correspondent puts by 
hypothesis exists in fact. The County Judge, 
however, is, as we undcrs'and, a loyal man. It 
accordingly will be his pleasure as well as his 
doty to appoint no disloyal man a judge of 
election whe.lier lie be a justice of the jicacc or 
not. It will certainly bj his duty; and, if he 
is a loyal man, he will perform it. 

The faithful peiformance of this duty by the 
County Judges iu general is a matter of very 
grave consequence. The violation of the duty 
will tend to. promote the election of disloyal 
men in two waya. It will lead, in the 
first place, to the admission of votes which 
under the laws are not admissible, and, in 
the second place, to stratagems on the part of 
disloyal judges for the purpose of vitiating or 
annulling the election in particular precincts 
Stratagems of this kind have been not uncom- 
mon heretofore, and, owing to disloyal Grand 
Juries and disloyal Commonwealth Attorneys, 
they have been committed uniformly with im 
punity. Undoubtedly they will be committed 
at the approaching election on a scale more 
extensive than ever, if the County Judges open 
the way by violating their duty in the case 
Such a violation of duty will plainly throw the 
door wide open to fraud and artifice in the in- 
terest of treason. The delinquency ought not 
to be tolerated and it will not be. We speak 
advisedly. 

The authorities arc resolved on this point; 
and, in order that fair warning may be had, 
we here repeat the advice we gave to (oral cit- 
izens iu the article mentioned by our corres- 
pondent, that, wherever a County Judge of 
disloyal proclivities either refuses positively to 
do his lawful duty in this matter or postpones 
the doing of it beyond the usual period, they 
immediately report the case to Gen. Boyle ut 
his Ileadquartcrs in this city. Let this advice 
be acted on, and the responsibility will then 
fall where we arc confident it w ill be promptly 
accepted. 

SVThc Mississippi river is now possessed 
by the United States, and the jicop'.e of the 
South cannot fail to sec that their property, 
their very life, depends upon its commerce. A 
contemporary appropriately calls the Mississip- 
pi "the great pacificator." We can scarcely 
think that the flames of rebellion will rage long 
in the South when the Father of Waters is 
forever pouring down his grand and beneficent 
flood to quench them. 

The tax bill which recently passed the 
U. S. Senate would have passed unanimously 
but for the vote of Mr. Powell, of Kentucky, 
againat it. The bill is to raise funds for the 
carrying on of the war. Mr. Powell was not 
expelled from the Senate laat winter because- 
the proof of his disloyalty was considered de- 
ficient, and possibly he is now trying to supply 
the deficiency. 



Tub Redemption of East Tennessee. 
For many mouths the sympathies of all the 
loyal men in the nation have been deeply en- 
listed in behalf of East Tennessee. The per- 
secutions of the people of that section, as we 
all know, have been without parallel in our 
time. Those persecutions have Uikcn every 
shape and form. A relentless rebel despotism 
has crushed men's hearts out of them. Hun- 
dreds buve been robbed, scourged, and thrown 
into priion, hundreds have been shot and hung, 
ihonsands have been forced into the rebel ser- 
vice at the point of the bayonet, and Other 
thousands have fled by night from their homes 
to the moan'ain«, leaving their familim behind 
them and endeavoring to makJ their escape, 
tometimea successfully and sometimes not, 
aerois the Federal lin s. A long, loud, and 
pitsous wail has come up from East Tennessee 
for deliverance, and that appeal haf received 
an earnest response from millions of patriot'c 
hf arts, and yet the poor victims of rebel ven- 
geance must long since have begun to think 
ihat the hour of deliverance would neve r come. 

But it seems to have como at last or at any 
rato to be very near at hand. Tho march of 
Federal triumph, so rapid and resistless every- 
where else, has now effectually pjnetrated East 
Tennessee. According t> tho most recent in- 
t lligcncc, Chattanooga, thi groat strategic 
po.'i ion not only of East Tenncs cc but of a 
large portion of the South, the greatest and 
most important railroad centre in tho \vho!c 
Southern Confederacy, has fallen into the 
hauls of the Federal lrot)>s after a decisive 
battle, and Iho rebel army at Cumberland Gap, 
findiug itself thus flanked and cut oft' fi jm its 
supplies, has retreated, opening the way for 
the Federal army lately in tho ncighto.hood 
of tho Gap lo awoep down through East Ten- 
nei-sae bineath the Stat . Spangled Banner aid 
rally around it the loyal myriads, who, with 
tcailul eyes, have been watching in hep: and 
agony for its advent. Never again will East 
Tcnu.ssJe bo cursed with rebel sway. The 
thousand outrages perpetrated there will be 
avcDged. Tho scourgers will bj scourged 
The impris tiers will be imprisoned. The ban- 
shers will be banished. The flayers will be 
slain. At least all this will be done unless 
the great onjoct can be accomplished by gentler 
means. 

It in a fortunate thing for East Tennessee 
that Andrew Johnson, her own great citizen, 
is in this crisis tho Military Governor of tho 
State. Ho ktnows her sufferings and her needs, 
and he has from the first bravely and elo- 
quently pleaded her cause. He will adopt no 
policy of unduo violenco, but he will pursue a 
stern course, unmoved by any morbid sympa- 
thies, for the memory that his own dear wife 
was cruolly scourged by the rebel-fiends stirs 
in his wronged and almost desolated heart and 
impels him to seek not vengeance but inexora- 
ble justice. One thing is certain — disloyalty 
henceforth can make its homo more safely in 
almost any other portion of our continent than 
in East Tennessee. 

fraTTwelvo in mths ago the Southern rebels 
were exulting in the hope and confident ex- 
pectation of a fainino among the people of the 
loyal part of the country. They vauntingly 
proclaimed, that, separated from the South, 
the whole population of tho North and East 
would absolutely starve. And, when it was 
subsequsu'.ly announced that great North- 
ern manufacturing establishments had been 
shut up, and Ihat women and children in some 
cities were unnble to procure the necessaries of 
life, the annunciation was received by the 
rebels everywhere with shouts that fiends mi^ht 
have been ashamed to utter. 

Time has brought its revenges. Our armies 
arc pursuing their triumphant march ioto the 
rebel Confederacy, and on all sides they behold 
the evidences of starvation of the most appalling 
description. Although a year of war, us one 
would suppose must necessarily do much to hard- 
en and imbittcr men's feelings, we hear from the 
people of the United S a'cs no cxulta'ion over 
the Southern sufferings thus brought to view- 
No, we hear only expressions of sympa by and 
of a determina'ion to afford relitf as speedily 
as possible. Our military authorities in New 
Orleans, aid-.d by I he generosity of the people 
of the Noithern cities, arc feeding thou-ands of 
des'itu'.e rebels and llicir families, while Gen 
Hullcck has sent to the princ ipal ci ies in his 
Department an earnest appeal for the relief of 
the starving thousand--, almost exclusively reb 
els, that he has found in Mississippi unci Ala 
bauia, and the appeal is receiving a l.bcrnl and 
hearty response. Whcs the rebels f.el the 
deep and bitter curse which tbey invoked upon 
the Union men, the latter, yielding to the best 
feelings and principles of human nature, act 
the noble part of angels of mercy and deliver- 
ance. 

Relief will yet have to ba sent to every por 
tion of the rebel Confederacy, and to some 
portions it must be sent speedily; and may we 
not hope that, after a little time, ruch deeds of 
magnanimity and holy beneficence will have- 
their proper influence even upon hearts that 
this rebellion teems to have filled with fiendUh 
hate and vengeanco ! 

<£f Wo have heard little or nothing from 
the Foole flotilla since its capture and annihi- 
lation of tho rebel gunboats and rams at Mem 
phis, but we may bo assured that it is not to 
remain inactive. Possibly it is still at Mem 
phis taking on board supplies, but, if so, it will 
in tho shortost possible time prosecute its opora 
tions below. If anything is wrong at Vicks- 
burg, it will go and set all right, and then our 
two great flotillas, having cleared out tho Mis- 
sissippi through all its length and adjusted 
matters in the cities, towns, and forts upon its 
banks, will bo ready to do elsewhere whatever 
may remain to be done, of course leaving a 
sufficient river force to act as an efficient police 
of the Father of Waters and prevent the un 
doing of the great and important work thev 
have done. Probably several gunboats must 
bo left for some months upon tho Mississippi 
to ply, whenever necessary, up and down that 
stream and all its tributaries, such as the White, 
tho Arkansas, the R id, and the Yazoo rivors, 
transporting our troops wherever they may be 
needed and cutting ofl' the communications of 
the rebels and keeping them in salutary fear 
generally, yet a good many gun and mortar 
boats can bo spared for operations at Mobile, 
throughout tho Gulf of Mexico, and along the 
whole Atlantic coast.

Medical Storekeepers — The following ex 
tract <f an act of Congress in relation to the ap 
pointment of medical storekeepers is published for 
tho information of persons dosirous of applying 
for such a position: 

AN ACT to authorize the sppoinfmout of medi- 
cal storekeepers and chaplains of hospitals. 

Be it tnactei by the Senate and House of Ripre 
tentative* of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the Secretary of War be 
autnoriz d to add to Ihe medical department of 
ihe army medical storekeepers, not exceeding 
:ix in number, who shall have the pay and emol- 
uments of military storekeepers in the quarter- 
master's department, who ehall b9 t killed ap it h 
ccaries or druggists, who shall give tbe bond ard 
security required hy existing laws for militaiy 
storekeepers in the quartermaster's department, 
and wbo shall be stationed a* such points as ihe 
necessi'ies of the armv may require: Provided, 
That Ihe provisions cf this act shall remain in 
force only duiing thi continuanc i of the present 
rebellion. 

Approved, May 20, 1862. 

The following are Ihe regulations which will 
govern the appiinttnent at medical storekeepers 
under tbe first section of Ihs foregoing act of Con 
gress : 

1. A board of not less th in throe medical I ffi 
cers will be assembled by the Secretary ol War 
to examine such replicants as may, by him, !>• 
authorize 1 to appear beforo it 

2 Candidates, to be eligible to examinalior, 
shall be not le is than twenty-live yars or more 
tbsn forty years of ace- shall possess sufficient 
physical abilitv lo petfirm their duties sa isfac- 
torily; and shall prosent with their applicitions 
sitis'factory evidence of good moral chirac'er 

3. Candidates Will be nquin d to passu salis- 
factoiy examination in the ordinary brarches of 
a good Engli-h education, in pharmacy and 
materia medics; and to give proof Ibat tbey pos- 
sess Ihe riqiisite businiss qualificilio:s for the 
position. 

4. The bjatd will report to tho Secretary of 
War tho relativo morit of the candidates exam- 
ined, and they wW ric ive spp iiutmeuls accord- 
ingly. 

5. When appointed, each medical storekeeper 
will be required to give bond in the amount of 
$40,000 b ifore he shall bo allow td to enter on the 
performance of his duties.

UKADljUARTERS U. 8. FORCSS IN KENTUCKY,) 

Louicvillr, Kt., June 9ih, 1862. f 
The following instructions are issued for the 
guidance of (ffienrs in tbe cases specified: 

1. All peaceful and law-abiding citizens end 
residents of the State must be protected in their 
person), property, and rights, but citizens and 
residents wbo join the so-called Coofedera e forces, 
or gave them aid and assistance, or went wi'hin 
their lines without license from 'he proper authori- 
ties, and have returned or may return, and be re 
pentant f ,r their ctniuot, must report themselves 
to Col. Henry Dint, Proioit Marshal of Louis- 
ville, Col- 8 D Bruce at Bowling Green, Maj ir 
Brocht, P.ovoat Marshal of Lexington, or Col. 
Noble at Paducah, and furnish eviderce of such 
repentance, and tako the oath of allegiance aud 
give bonds with security for their future good 
conduct, and if they fail eo to repirt themselves, 
laey must bs arrested aud commirtei to tbe mili- 
tary prisonat Loui&v.lle, and sent thence to Camp 
Chase, with a slatemeut of tbeir case, to await 
tbe action of the Secretary of War. 

2. All persons who organize or aid iu organ- 
izing forces for the rebellion, or organize Of aid in 
organizing guerillas, or harbor or conceal, or give 
information or assistance to guerillas, must be 
arrested and daalt with according to military 
law. 

3. In times of trouble like these, gool, law- 
abiding men will refrain from language and con- 
duct Ibat excites to rebellion. Fur anything said 
or done with the intent to excite to rebellion, tho 
offender must be arrested and his conduct re- 
ported, that ho may be dealt with according to 
law. 

4. When damBge shall be done to the parson 
or property of loyal citizsns by marauding bands 
or guerillas, the disloyal of the neighborhood or 
county will be held responsible, and a military 
commission appointed to assess damages and en- 
force compensation. 

5. Ail arrests will b> reported to these Bead- 
quarters, with a descriptive list of the prisoners, 
and a full statement cf the case, and tbe sub- 
stance of the evidence, and names and residences 
of witnosses.
